To Determine Amount of De- 


posits Due Under Law 


The Guaranty Fund Commission, in

Chicago rose today to $1.50 a 
bushel

May delivery. 


This represented an over- 
night advance of more than 
three cents a bushel, with all 
deliveries of wheat and rye 
here touching a new high for 
the season. Urgency of for- 
eign demand for breadstuffa 
was the chief apparent cause. 


Subsequently wheat continued to 


ascend, influenced by estimates that 
exporters had taken 2^)00,000 bushels 
or more of wheat today for shipments 
to Europe and hud also acquired one 
million bushels of rye.

torium, as she sorrowfully sketch­ 
ed the woe caused to humanity by 
jiast wars. Women the world over, 
she declared, abhorred vengeance 
and detested war. In this connec-

State Board of Equalization, 
in Making Levy, Shows 
The Distribution 


HAD MANY PROBLEMS 


Possibility of Passage of Tax 
Reduction Measure Brought 
Before Board

Thirty-eight and one half percent 
of the 1924 state tax levy will go for 
the purpose of paying interest on 
industrial bond issues and the sol­ 
diers’ bonus and 61.5 percent will go 
to paying the general expenses of 
state government, according to fig­ 
ures made public today by the state 
tax department, announcing the 1924 
tax levy. 
The total state tax levy for the 
year 1924 is $4,577,828.00 as compared 
to $4,013,359.15 in 1923, $4,766,284.41 
in 1922 and $1,660,885.78 in 1921, the 
records of the board reveal. 
Included in the state tux levy is 
a total of $704,281.00 for the purpose 
of meeting interest on bonds issued 
fo* the Bank of North Dakota, state 
mill and elevator construction bonds, 
state mill and elevator operating 
bonds and the real estate bond puy- 
inent fund. No levy is made for the 
purpose of meeting the principal of 
bonds becoming due within the next 
five years, which it had been expect­ 
ed would have brought the total 
umnuiit levied for industrial bond in­ 
terest and sinking fund to $1,OÜU,ÜOU.

Tax Reduction Possibility 
■ The hoard in making the levy, it 
is understood, was confronted with 
the po.ssibility of the proposed 25 
pi^cn t tax reduction measure being 
enacted by voters on November 4, 
and ii greater margin of borrowing 
power to meet the exigencies of 
running the state government next 
summer was taken into consideration 
in the levy. The questioi. of legal 
interpretations of the obligation of 
the state hoard of equalization in 
levying taxes to meet the bond prin­ 
cipal payments at this time also en­ 
tered into the consideration. 
'fhe general fund levy for 1924 is 
.$2,817,125 as compared with a general 
fund levy in 1921 of $3,140,381.36, in 
¡922 of $2,930,666.32 and in 1923 of 
.$2,156,490.43. The mill rate for the 
J924 tax is 4.55. 
“The increase in the 1924 general 
fund levy is due in part to smaller 
collections from special state taxes, 
particularly the income tax, than was 
anticipated when the levy was made 
last year,” says a statement of the 
tax department. “Only 47.3 percent 
of the 1923 levy was collected up to 
.luly 1 of this year. 
Two Payment Plan 
“Under the law providing for pay­ 
ment of real estate taxes in two 
installments, only 64 percent of the 
1923 tax levy will he delinquent be­ 
fore October 15, 1921. 
“The 1924 levy to pay interest' on 
industrial bond issues is $38,901 in 
excess of the 1923 levy. 
Thirty 
eight and a half percent of the 1924 
levy goes to pay interest on indus­ 
trial bond issjiies and the soldiers’ 
bonus and 61.5 percent to pay the 
general expenses of the state gov­ 
ernment. 
“The 1924 levy is given below in 
detail. The increase in the tax rate 
in mills compared with certain pre­ 
vious years is due to a (|.astant de­ 
crease in the 
assessed valuation 
since 1919 when the total assessed 
valuation was $1,522,637,234 as com­ 
pared with the 1924 assessed valua­ 
tion of $1,006,116.00.” 
The 1924 levy, in mills, follows:

he had been made the “goat” and 
that other members of the New York 
team were the instigators of the bri­ 
bery plot. 
Cozy Dolan, Giant couch, who also 
was expelled as a result of O’Con­ 
nell’s confession, George Kelley, cap­ 
tain Frank Frisch . and outfielder 
Ross Young all spoke to him con­ 
cerning the bribery, O’Connell said, 
adding that they gave him to under­ 
stand that the entire Giant team was 
"in” on it. 
“They were all in on it,” the young 
outfielder said. “I am being made 
the goat, that’s all.” 
O’Connell 
reported with other 
members of the team at the Polo 
Grounds at 10 o’clock this morning, 
declaring that he had not been “of­ 
ficially or unofficially” notified of 
his Bupcnsion. 
.. 
“I didn’t know what else to do,” he 
explained. Discusses Details 
He frankly discussed the details 
of the attempted bribery. 
O’Connell said that the bribery 
plan was first broached to him in 
the Giants’ dressing room before last 
.Saturday’s game. 
Dolan, he said, 
asked him if he was well acquainted 
with Sand. O’Connell said he told 
Mm he was, saying they were both 
Californians and had known ench 
other for a long time. Dolan then 
said according to O’Connell: 
-If jou can get Sand to let down 
in today’s game, tell him there's $600 
in I t for him.” 
I asked Dolan where the money 
was to come from,” continued O’Con­ 
nell, and he said: “Well, the Gianta 
are all going to pitch in and mahe 
up the purse. 1 agreed and said I 
would see Sand before the game.” 
Not Strange 
Asked if he did not consider it 
strange that such an offer should be 
made by a fellow team member 
O’Connell replied; “No, I didn’t. Do­ 
lan said all the other players of the 
team wore in on it and I said to my­ 
self, ‘If all the fellows are in on this, 
there is nothing strange about it, 
and it is all right for me, too!” 
O’Connell said that a short time 
after Dolan made the bribery pro­ 
posal to him Ross Young entered 
the club house and asked if Dolan 
had said anything to him: 
“I told him ‘yes’.” the young out­ 
fielder continued, and Young said: 
“You go ahead, because its all right.” 
"Then Frank Frisch came up to 
him,” said O’Connell and also told me 
to tell Sand that if he would throw 
the game he could have anything he 
wanted. I don’t remember exactly 
what Kelley said to be but I do re­ 
member he talked to me about the 
thing and that he gave me the idea 
that he was in on it, too." 
Reported To Dolan 
O’Connell then said he reported to 
Dolan in the dugout the result of 
his colloquy with Sand, whereupon 
the coach told him to “forget it.” 
O’Connell said he then sought'Sand, 
finding him on the baseball field 
during the pre-game practice. 
“I Arent up to him and I said 
‘Sand, who are you fellows forT’,” he 
related. 
Sand said: “We’re not for any­ 
body—we are finishing out the sea­ 
son. I then told Sand that if he 
would not “bear down” in the day’s 
game it would be worth $600 to him 
and he said he wouldn’t do it and 
walked away. 
“Nothing doing,” Sand said. 
RECALL 1919 SCANDAL 
Chicago, Oct. 2.—Baseball’! biggest 
scandal, which followed the 1919 
world series between the Chicago 
White Sox and the Cincinnati Reds, 
was recalled here by Baseball Com­ 
missioner Landis’ suspension of two 
members of the New 'York Gianta on 
bribery charges.

Patrons o f'th e Richholt school are backing petitions 
addressed to the .school board requesting that no change be 
m ade in the grade arrangements at that .school. 
They ask 
that the .seventh and eighth grades be retained at the Rich­ 
holt and WMlliam Moore and that two of the four teachers 
)f seventh and eighth grades at the William Moore be trans­ 
ferred to the Roosevelt .school .so that there might be estab­ 
lished seventh and eighth grades in this school, thus giving 
each of the schools mentioned the same facilities. 
It was stated editorially in The Tribune when the board 
announ'^ed that all seventh and eighth grades would be 
grouped at the Will school, that a protest naturally would 
come from the patrons of the Richholt and William Moore 
schools.

.signing the petitions just as 500 signed to have seventh and 
eighth grades at the Roosevelt which petitions have not been 
granted.

Trading has ended national isolation, for us and for all 
other countries. A hunting law in Tibet, an earthquake kill­ 
ing Japanese silkworms, a Brazilian revolt interfering with 
the coffee supply . . . and the list i.s endle.ss. 
Nothing of 
importance can happen in any part of the world without af­ 
fecting all other parts. 


Tibet, like China, practices drastic penalties. 
Hunters 
who defy the ban and kill mu.sk deer will have their liantls 
chopped off and nailed to the doors of temples. 
They will not need many game wardens. 


Perfumery is probably the oldest of woman’s artificial 
lures. The cave girl decorated her hair with sweet-smelliiig 
jungle blassoms. 
Crafty orientals figured out how to ex­ 
tract the powerful scent. 
They started the perfumery 
industry. 
Perfumes have reached their highest development in the 
orient, where water is usually too scarce for frequent bath­ 
ing. It was a problem of inventing perfumery or gas masks, 
to enable filthy people to get within'.speaking distance of 
e'ach other—and perfumes won. 


The first perfumes, after musk, were frankiucen.se, 
myrrh and other dried gums obtained from trees in India 
and Africa. 
The trading of these scents was one of the 
earliest forms of commerce. 
Perfumes and jewels and 
witchcraft tokens were trnsported by camel caravans over 
long and stifling deserts and in primitive frail boats over 
the stormy seas. 
As transportation was developed, the traders began to 
carry other wares. But perfumery was one of the first, and 
the history of this industry abounds with romantic ad­ 
venture. 
Today the industry is “scientific”— and correspondingly 
dull. Last year, for instance, 11 million pounds of rose petals 
were taken out of the Valley of Roses in Bugaria—and this 
stupendous amount yielded only 470 ounces of oil of roses. 
An ounce of oil of roses, of course, makes a vast quafflity of 
perfumery.

PATRONS CONTINUE PROTEST 


Patrons of'the Richholt school are backing petitions 


addressed to the school board requesting that no change be 
rn:nte in the grade arrangements at that school. They ask 
that the seventh and eighth grades be retained at the Rich- 
, holt-iind William Moore and that two of the four teachers 
of seventh and eighth grades at the William Moore be trans- 
ferred to the Roosevelt school so that there might be estab- 
lished seventh and eighth grades in this school, thus giving 
each of the schools mentioned the same facilities. 


It was stated editorially in The Tribune when the board 


announced that all seventh and eighth grades would be 
grouped at the Will school, that a protest naturally would 
come from the patrons of the Richholt and William Moore 
schools. Such a protest is being expressed in no uncertain 
terms and hundreds of school patrons and tax payers art- 
signing the petitions just as 500 signed to have seventh and 
eighth grades at the Roosevelt which petitions have not been 
granted.

Perfumery is probably the oldest of woman's artificial 


lures. The cave girl decorated her hair with sweet-smelling 
jungle blossoms. Crafty orientals figured out how to ex- 
tract the powerful scent. 
They started the perfumery 


industry. 


Perfumes have reached their highest development in the 


orient, where water is usually too scarce for frequent bath- 
ing. It was a problem of inventing perfumery or gas masks, 
to enable filthy people to get within'speaking distance of 
e'ach other—and perfumes won. 


The first perfumes, after musk, were frankincense, 


myrrh and other dried gums obtained from trees in India 
and Africa. 
The trading of these scents was one of the 


earliest forms of commerce. 
Perfumes and jewels and 


witchcraft tokens were trnsported by camel caravans over 
long and stifling deserts and in primitive frail boats over 
the stormy seas. 


As transportation was developed, the traders began to 


carry other wares. But perfumery was one of the first, and 
the history of this industry abounds with romantic ad- 
venture. 


Today the industry is "scientific"—and correspondingly 


dull. Last year, for instance, 11 million pounds of rose petals 
were taken out of the Valley of Roses in Bugaria—and this 
stupendous amount yielded only 470 ounces of oil of roses. 
An ounce of oil of roses, of course, makes a vast quantity of 
perfumery.
